Insiiltlclfntl) IHslntereated.
Unless a new dispensation of politi-

cal theory mines to obtain at Wash-
ington, tlie .National Association of
Manufacturers can hardly expect Con-

gress to lend an attentive ear to the
association's proposals for relief of tho
railroads, Yet the association argues
very Justly for remedial measures
which are within the power of Con-

gress to enact for the benefit of the
carriers.

Tho resolutions adopted nt the re-

cent com out Inn of this representative
organization of shippers set forth
that "national business, national de-

velopment and national defence e

tho vigorous resumption of Im-

provement, additions and extensions

1

by our railways," and that "such re-
sumption Is obstructed by defects In
tho system of governmental regula-
tion." The resolutions were based on
n request by moro than fifty shlp
kth, Including mime of the largest

consumers of railroad service In tho
country, who pointed out, with a
great deal of emphasis, the necessity
of revising the policy and mechanism
of Government regulation In ordor to
"restore the energy and Initiative of
the trnnsportntlon companies of the
country."

Were It not for the rule of public
action which has Just been authori-
tatively cipounded at Washington, It
might be supposed that the petition
of the National Association of Manu-
facturers would carry great weight
with the Congressional Inwmakers.
In the light of the key which has
been supplied to the curious determi-
nations of governmental policy, It
must bo assumed, however, that the
manufacturers will hnve no standing
In the halls of Congress.

They nro not disinterested persons.
On tho contrary, they have a very
sordid Interest In tho promotion of
profitable enterprise, to which the
railways may contribute. Even al-

though as shippers they make re-

quests for changes In the direction
of Government regulntlon which may
compel them as shippers to pay
higher freight rates, their Interested
motives are all too clear. They are
Milling to be more hcnvlly charged on
their shipments because tho railroads
would thereby Increase their earnings
and so be better ablo to make Im-

provements facilitating nnd conduc-
ing to n bulness expansion which
would tend to enhance tho profits
of manufacturers and merchants of
trndo nnd Industry genernlly.

No, the Natlnnnl Association of
Manufacturers cannot pretend disin-
terestedness In the matter of proper
regulntlon of the railways. The only
disinterested Individuals In this rela-
tion are pHtlclnns whose hold on
ofllrc consists In their proM-es- s In the
Invention of new oppressions nnd re-

strictions of railroad managements
.popularly but mlstnkenly supposed to
confer ndvantnges on the pntrons of
the carriers.

Financial Gleams of European Peace.
It could be wished thnt some other

observer than the Economist of Lon-
don, one of the world's bet known
flnnnclnl weeklies, reported the de-- j
tectlon of perye glints In the recent

; utterances of the German Imperial
mnncellor and the llrltlsh Prime
Minister. Its editor, Mr. Kkancis W.
Hikst, has had an attitude townrd
the Mar that must qualify mnterlnlly
his views of Its prospects for bii early
termination.

According to Imdoii despatches the
.Vonomfef makes an argument for

early peace on grounds to which no
exception can be taken. Kvery nsjioct
of the terrific tlnanclal strain of the
Mar urges an effort of European
statesmanship to contrive a settle-
ment which otherwise depends on the
ordeal of protracted battle. Possibly
Mr. HntsT is therefore right In rend-
ing In the speeches of Von Hhth--

ann-- 1 Iollm'ko nnd the prompt re-

joinder by Mr. Asquint nn Inaugura-
tion of diplomatic approaches tojieacc
negotiations, but In his case the wish
is peculiarly likely to be father to
the thought.

Ardent hopefulness Is n requisite
to the dlsetnery of nn incipient meet-
ing of minds In the Von Itethmnnn-Hollwe- g

and Asqulth utterances.
The German Chancellor represented
the demand of the Allies, jiorsonlfied
by Great liritaln, to be the destruc-
tion of Germany's military power, to
which he said the answer could only
bo moro Mr. Asgfmi's reply

s that this s a misrepresenta-
tion; that the Allies were fighting to
assure n European future In which
international relations would be free
from "the overmastering dlctntton of
a Government controlled by a mili-
tary caste." Perhaps Mr. Hirst
thinks thnt the feudal caste of I'rus-sln- n

warrior nobility, which still
seems to control the German Govern-
ment, will eliminate Itself, but he
may ho thinking In the direction of
his prejudices.

I.es than u year before the out
break of the' war n book of Mr..
Hirst's essays was published bearing
the title of "The Six Panics and Other
Papers." The author proved himself
to be an enthusiastic' supporter of
that propaganda of
which the success In the United King-

dom wits one of the fundamental
temptntlons offered to tho German
military caste to bring on

Discoursing like our own pacifists,
Mr. HiasT proved to his own satisfac-
tion nnd doubtless to the satisfaction
of the complacent Uritish public that
no less than six famous war scares
In England had been owing to the
machinations of what our Hryan
calls "the preparers of preparedness."
Lord Hoiinurs sum- - clearly what
coming, hut all that Mr. Hirst and
others like him could seo was the
particular folly of suspecting Ger-
many of any felonious Intention
toward the peace of Europe against
which It was Incumbent on Grent
liritaln to guard.

Yet, while the latest Hrltlsh sourco
of peace suggestions cannot coinmnud
so much respectful attention ns could
he desired, It Is probable thai the
approach of peace In Europe Mill be
tlrst heralded by financial signs and
discerned by tho community of finance,
which Is no longer national hut Inter-
national, Years heforo thoso fateful
July nnd August days In 1111 the
shadow of coining eents was cast
over the financial markets, It Is of
extraordinary Interest to note how
bs far back as 10O0 the record of tho
itdviiuclug Imminence of the great

European conflict was written with
Increasing clearness in the financial
chronicle. Presumably there were
here and there men who saw and
credited the facts In all their signifi-
cance, but for the most part the world
refused to believe the evidence of Its
eyes. The delusion prevailed that the
prophets of the Impossibility of war
were right despite the accumulating
proof of financial circumstances that
they were wrong.

The delusion to be overcome now is
that Europe has accepted war as the
more or less permanent condition of
existence. When financial portents
of peace appear they will be worth
trusting.

I want us to have the
very twst types of ships and armament
possible to obtain.

"Not as many ahlps nor e powerful
a navy as that of (treat liritaln. but
equalling It In Individual units, and If
possible surpaflslnf It In every essen-
tial of modern warfare. This will cost
hundreds of millions of dollars; but, no
matter what It costs, we ought to have
It we must have tt and we ought to
set about obtaining tt in a hurry, for
tt takes time to build battleships and
battle crulsera,"

Sketch of the Life and Character of

a Favorite .Son.

To tub Editor or Tub Run Sir.1 The
Hon. Lawrence Y, Sherman was born In
Brown Township. Miami county, Ohio,
November S, 1!3S. Ills parents were
poor, the father being a backwoodsman
who passed all the earlier years of his
life In the heavily timbered areas of
Ohio. In 1S6D the family Joined the
ever moving westward tide, settling
first In McDonough county, Illinois,
where they lived until 1S6G, when they
moved to Jasper county, In the same
State, where the parents lived until their
death. Their Jasper county home was
a primitive habitation built of logs, tho
farm consisting of prairie land bordered
with timber.

In the fall of 1871 young Sherman
went to work as a farm hnnd nt $13 a
month with board and lodging. The
following year he worked with a thresh,
lag machine. At seventeen he began
teaching a country school. Three years
later ho entered college, continuing to
support himself by teaching and farm
work. He was admitted to the bar In
1882, but for a time did not make n
living at practising law and put in extra
hours hauling freight and peddling
apples around town. He was living now
at Macomb In McDonough county. In
1S86 he was elected County Judge, was
elected to the Illinois Legislature tn 1890,
serving continuously for twelve years;
fr four years he was Bpeaker of the
House and for four yearn president of
the State fenato by virtue of his office
as Lleutenant-Ooverno- r. Then he be-

came chairman of the State Board of
Administration, and In 1913 was elected
tn the 1,'nlted States Senate and re-

elected In the following year for the fult
term, his first election having been to
fill a vacancy.

As a legislator Mr. Sherman gave his
support to wise measures for bettering
living and working conditions. In poli-
tics he has nlways been a Itepubllcan.
He supported Colonel Itnoevelt for tli
Itepubllcan nomination for President In
lftll, but remained In the Itepubllcan
convention of tbat year and supported
Its nominee. He Is progressive In his
views, but not radical, Two or three
brief extracts from his speeches will
show tho bent of his mind :
